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The server 1 10 and the client 130 are 
ready to send and receive messages. 
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The client 130 exports or passes an 
address located within the client data 
buffer 134 to the NUMA 
communication link 121. 
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The address is transferred from the 
NUMA communication link 121 to 
the server 110. 



The server 1 10 receives the address 
of the client data buffer 134 and 
begins processing it.

The server 110 transfers data from 
one of the server data buffers 1 14 to a 
NUMA communication link 121. It 
should be noted that the actual data 
transfer is decoupled from the request 
of the client 130. 
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The data is transferred from a NUMA 
communication link 121 to the 
specified address in one of the client 
data buffers 134.
